131 metal establishments employing J06.0

men and 40,821 women

In moxt of the piants
on Lthe lghter processes, while heavy work
and highly ekilled work was generally left
teo men. The board reports that the services

of wnmen have been found especinlly valu-
Ii]llln in work of a “repetitive’” charaeter, in
which one simpla operation |s ;u-;rumu-:[
over and over again. In the work on which
they nare generally the board found
1hai women usually turned out more and
better work than the men, were more careful
In uslng their tools and more steady and de-
pendable.

The most successful
women for metal work, it s reported, Is that
of teaching them In special classes for n
ahort period at the factory at which they nre
tn work. The manufacturers have not bheen
generally eager. It (s =aid, to take women
from indystrial schonle, and the method of
putting them Immediately fo work and rely-
ing on foremen to conch them has been found
unsatisfactory because of the frequent preju-
dice of foremen agalnst women workers

80 far thers has been no extensive sube
stitution of women for men in the metal, in-
dustries, notwithstanding the exceptional re.
sults which have been obtained where they
are being used ‘The report shows that em-
ployers generally have accepted the principle
of equal pay for equa! work Some have
established periods of rest for women in the
morning and afternoon, with an increase of
efMiciency as a result.
